The report of the committee appointed by the Inat
Synod for the purpose of securing the passage of an
act to change the corporate title of the General
Synod of the Reformed Protestant Duteh Charch to
that of the General Synod of the Reformed Church
w Amerien, was adopted. The Tollowing 18 a copy
of the net, pussed April 15, 18691~

he people of the State of New Yark, reprosented
in Sennte and Assembly, do enact 18 follows:—

“Section 1. The ecclesiastical body hitherto ineor-
porated and known as the General Synod of the Re-
formed Presbyterian Dotell Church shall hereafter
be designated and known by the corporate title of
the General Synod of the Reforned Church in Ame-
ries, and, as such, exerclse and enjoy all the rights
and powers it hoas hitherto possesied ; but this act
shall not affect any contract, sull, or proceeding,
claim of demand, now existing against sald corpo-
ration.

‘iRection 2. This act shallitake etfect immediately.”

The Synod appointed s committee of five dele-
gates, conmsting of three ministers and two layinen,
1 attend the Nationnl Evangelical Convention in
OClober next.

The Committee on the Revision of the Digest made
a report through their chalrman, Rev. J. L. Lee,
whwﬂ was accepted,

The Digest was ordlered te be printed under the
superiotendence of the samo committee, aml the
thanks of the Synod were given to the commitiee for
thelr extended and efclent lahor,

Rev, Dr. Highy, o delegate from the German He-
formed Church, appeared and very ably presented
the splutations of that body,  He sald, in speaking of
the churches, that hothifwere Heformed—both hold to
e same doetrines, aud the Heldelburg Catechism
I% peed in both of our chuarches, though one was

“Duteh” and  the other “German”—each has
suffered common trials  and troubles.  Yet
each had  struggled  manfully against  the
common  enemy in muintaining the in-

tegrity of the Reformed faith. Concerning his ctiurch
he desired to say that they were not Lutheran on the
one hand nor Puritan on the other; but were truly
Reformed, and intended to remain 80, He spoke of
the union between the Preshiyterian churches, and
earnestly desired the same respecting the Heformed
shurches.

§iThe Président welcomed the delegate, and In an
appropriate manner réciprocuted the desire for union,
not as being banded together—but & unlon of loving
hearts laboring for Christ,

The regular order for the morning Wwas then taken
up, and the Synod aldressed by Rev, J. W, Ferris,
Secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions, who was
Hetened to with great attention and Interest

A communication was received from Rev, C. B
Crisfleld, Professor of Theology at ITope College,
wilh the annnal report of the Colloge to the Synod,
Thely ware read and referred to the Committee on
Professorate, 2

The Synod was then addressed by Rev, Dr, West,
Secretary of the Board of Domestic Missions, who
said he did not belleve any denomination of the
Evangelical Churches contributed to benevolent pur-
poses 50 freely as did the Reformed Chareh,  Yet It
will be borne In mind that the Board have a great
work to do, which God |8 blessing to n greater ex-
tent than In any of the established Churches, with
all their gdvantages. This was o significant fact,
and he would jwith sincerity and affection, call their
attention to the progress muking In galning sonts to
our Lord Jesus Christ, The preclous returns made
to the ¢lders of the Board were of the most
gratifylng  character, and he thought the
appropristion for the coming year should be at least
$40,000, instead of §17,000, as in the past year. If
there were larger menns the spiritnal—gain would be
correspondingly great, and the weary, worn sinner
would be refreshed and benelited, The Board had
been excesding their mesns ln the hope of huving
the smount made up in the future, bot such @
conrse produced embarrassment and continuied
anxiety, He therefore advocated with muoh foroe,
and at consldernble length, the propriety of making
8 proper gpproprigtion 4t once from the reégular
funds of the Chiurch.

In regard to the Bullding Fund, i the Bynod wonld
givi: $19,000 it would materinlly ald twelve strogeling
churches, There are forty-seven more Sabbuth
Schools this year than last, and it was thus scen
that in that important department of the Charchb,nlso,
WAl progress and success. Organization wuas what
Was necessary, and this he forcibly impressed as o
duty on the members of the Synod present.

On mation of Elder Myers, it was resolved that so
much of the report of the Board of Directors as re-
ferred 1o the ralsing of §100,000 for the Theologieal
Seminary at New Brunawick, N, J., In which the
Board of Directors were to assist the commities, be
referred to the Committee on Professorate.

The Corresponding SBecretary of the Board of
Education, Rev. John L. Lee, addressed the Synod,
and was followed by Rev. John A, Lansing, Corres-
ponding Secretary of the Hoard of !'uhlluut{un. who

How Much the Debt has been Reduced,
Despateh ta Evoning Telegraph.

Wasniseron, June 4.—In addition to the re-
duction of publie debt, as shown in the state-
ment of June 1, there was paid during the month
of May interest to the amount of 2,197,107
which was due and payuble before the 1st of
March, and which had never been reported as
part of the public debt, More than double that
amount was probably paid in like manner dur-
ing March April. The debl was, in fact,
reduced me fifteen millions in May, and
more tha wr millions since March 1.
It wiil be svcn that the amonnt of unredecraed
coupons payable May 1 las been added to
the nmount of debt in the June statement, Owing
to the manner in which the accounts have been
heretofore kept, the full amount of outstanding
coupons payable before that date cannot at pre-
sent be ascertained accurately.
